ents in Ohio 
in the 
past eight 
years have resigned to farm for 
themselves. 
These figures should 
go fa r to refute the popular im­ 
pression th at "agricultural college 
graduates don’t farm .” 
The coun­ 
ty agents are the local represen­ 
tatives of the college of agricul­ 
ture in the various counties. Their 
job is to carry the college and its 
teachings to the men on the farms. 
They must be college graduates, 
and when nearly a fourth of this 
group of men resign from their 
salaried positions to practice what 
they have been preaching it speaks 
well for both preacher and pra< 
tice. 
It also speaks well for farming 
as a profession that these men who

Kansas and 6.9 bushels over Ok­ 
lahoma.
